ON NONE. HE EXPRESSED DISSATISFACTION WITH ECONOMIC AND 
POLITICAL PLIGHT OF THIRD WORLD. SAYING ADDITION OF SMALL

THEIR VOICE IN WORLD FORUMS AND THAT SMALL NATIONS HAVE

SENEGAL-FONMIN ASSANE SECK WELCOMED POSITIVE INDICATIONS 
OF DETENTE-OPENING OF CSCE AND PARIS AGREEMENT- AS FIRST 
SIGNS OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE, BUT CAUTIONED THAT RELAXATION 
OF TENSION IS NOT SAME AS PEACE. IN ECONOMIC SPHERE,

FERENCE, AS LONG AS IT NOT HELD IN CHILE. (REPEATED INFO 
DAR ES SALAAM) 

SPAIN— DEVOTING HALF OF 40-MINUTE SPEECH TO GIBRALTAR, 

FONMIN LOPEZ RODO SHARPLY CRITICIZED GREAT BRITAIN FOR 
FAILING TO NEGOTIATE ON COLONIAL STATUS OF "INTERNAL 
PART OF S ANISH SOIL" AND FOR REJECTING "SPAIN S GENEROUS

IN AFFAIRS OF STATES. FONMIN ASSERTED STRENGTH OF KR 
RESTED ON ITS ABILITY TO UNITE KHMERS AND NOT ON DESIRES OF 
ONE SINGLE MAN, STATING SPIRIT OF KHMERS MAINTAINED NATION 
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AFTER END OF AMERICAN AIR SUPPORT. CALLING FOR COMPLETE 
WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS. HE CITED ARTICLE 20 OF PARIS 
AGREEMENTS AND MAINTAINED GKR EFFORTS FOR PEACE 
DEMONSTRATED IN REITERATION FOOUR DAYS AGO OF ITS JULY 
PEACE FORMULA. CLOSED BY CALLING FOR ALL UN MEMBERS' 

SUPPORT IN OBTAINING PEACE. (THERE WERE NO REPLIES.) 

(REPEATED INFO PHNOM PENH) 

OMAN-AMBASSADOR AL-SAID GAVE SHORT SPEECH WHICHFOCUSSED 
PRIMARILY ON ME. HE SPENT FIRST ONE THIRD OF SPEECH LISTING 
SO-CALLED ' ZIONIST" ACTS OF TERRORISM DURING LAST YEAR. 

HE ATTACKED ISRAELI INTRANSIGENCE WHICH.HE SAID, IS 
HARDENING FURTHER EVERY YEAR. HE WELCOMED SYG TRIP TO ME 
AND EFFORTS TO BREAK DEADLOCK AND CALLED UPON "SUPER POWERS" 
AND SC PERMANENT MEMBERS TO WORK FOR JUST AND LASTING PEACE.

HE PRAISED PRINCIPLES OF NON-ALIGNED GROUP, NAMELY PRINCIPLE 
OF NON-INTERFERENCE WHICH IS MOST IMPORTANT PRINCIPLES TO 
HIS COUNTRY. (REPEATED INFO MUSCAT, KUWAIT) 

RIGHTS OF REPLY -
